e. The bondsmen appeared at the 

/.rv.u^rt house in a body when like a 

thunderbolt from a clear sky ,came the 
news that Fred Ames was gone, 
whither, how and when no one knew. 

The popular belief, when the flight 
became known, %was that Ames, terror 
stricken at. the possible outcome of a 
grand jury investigation, and not know- 
ing what would become of him in view 
"~ot1m^alm^ted^ 

overdraft oh.salary.and allowance, and 
fearing acutely thatwben the grand jury 
finished he would be indicted, face trial, 
and possibly, if found guilty, have to go 
to prison, weakened at the prospect and 
fled. 

It is said by a few of Ames' friends 
that the. missing treasurer may have 
vanished a'mply for the time being, and 
. may surrender at the opening of the 
March term of court, stand trial, and 
make a hard fight for his liberty. Up 
to the last moment he protested his in- 
notence of dishonesty and would not 
admit a shortage of a cent over $12,000. 

It is now quite generally believed 
among his friends that he realized that, 
following an indictment And the issu- 
ance of a capias carrying a heavy bond 
demand if he were to be arreBtedhe 
could not supply the needed bonds and 
would have to go to jail. Rather than 
face the prospect pf being in the 
i Lake county jail, which can be seen 
right from the windows of his former 
office, he left, hiB friends say. They 
also say he probrably .directed his at- 
torneys how to proceed after he is lo- 
cated and that his affairs will go on as 
though he were here. . 

The larger element scoffs at this 
story and says that he will never return, 
that_he went when the going is good 
and.that he will remain wherever he Is. 

The jury, as was expected, returned 
two indictments against him for alleged 
embezzlement and held him responsible 
►for the entire shortage. 

The action is sensational, as, follow- 
ing the example of the reports of Young 
& Company it fails in way of indie tor to 
consider the case of Lewis C, Price, 
against whom Ames levele|l charges of 

. being responsible for all but ?12,000 of 
the shortage. In fact it is reported 
that Price was not even considered and 
that his name was not mentioned, save 

' by accident, that he is regarded as an 
innocent man to all appearances. 

Price was present in the court room, 
having come from St, ;Paul and was 
summoned before the grand jury. So 
were some score and a half Antioch 
residents. 

Immediately following the report of 
the grand jury Judge Donnelly proceed- 
ed to issue two capias' for Ames; one 
for' embezzlement and the other for 
withholding funds. .The amount of 
bonds in each case was fixed at $10,000. 
Circuit Clerk • Brockway issued them 
Friday afternoon. 

Late Friday afternoon States' Attor- 
ney Ralph Dady appeared before the 
board of supervisors and asked euthor- 
ization to employ two detectives to lo- 
cate Ames. The board gave the au- 
thorization and appointed a special com- 
mittee, ! Supervisors Demorest and 
Ficke, to go to Chicago, hire two 
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Pinkertons, and - assign them to seek 
Ames the; woriganver. 

Thus beginsine most sensational 
hunt in the history of Lake county. 

The final report of the auditors which 
■has been the cause of much speculation 
was delivered as promised and while no 
new shortages were disclosed and no 
new people were implicated in the 
treasury shortage, the recommendations 
made by the auditors in regard to not 
one but most of the county offices 
served to reveal the need. of. a drastic 
change of method in conducting. the 
public business. 

Not once did the final report mention 
the name of Lewis C.- Price, the deputy 
county treasurer under Ames, and it is 
more apparent now than ever 'that 
Ames is to be dealt with alone by the 
county, and that Ames himself deal 
with Price.' 

The feature of the audit is its lucidity 
with regard to the affairs of every office 
in the court house, and a flood of light 
is cast on the manner in which the peo- 
ple's business is transacted, in many 
cases recommendations being made for 
Cianges. 

For instance, the report says' in re- 
gard to the methods in the office of the 
county treasurer, that no proper cash 
book was kept, that the till book was 
inaccurate andvalueless, that the gen- 
eral cash book was brought down to 
date but once a year and was valueless 
as a record. for this reason, that the 
records. are inadequate, and that it i'b 
hard to get at the exact condition of the. 
accounts. The auditors then state that 
they were amazed at the conditions that 
they found, and at the apparent laxity, 
and carelessness of method. 

The report -la an ecxeedingly bulky 
typewritten document covering over 
fifty pages, but the main portion con-

IN EXPtOSION 

Mrs. Joe Ploiifen, whose home is on 
the south side of Druce's Lake, 
succumbed Saturday evening at 4 o'clock 
in McAlister hosiptal as a result of the 
burns sustained a week ago last Wed- 
nesday in her homo following the ex- 
plosion of a gosolino stove. The cor- 
oner's jury gave a virdict Sunday .of 
accidental death. 

Mrs. Plonien was alone in her kitchen 
when the explosion occurred while she 
was lighting the fire preparatory to get- 
ting breakfast Her husband and son 
were in the, barn while another son was' 
still in bed. They heard the explosion 
and ran to the house to. find room en- 
veloped in flames and the woman lying 
upon the floor terribly burned. She 
was hurried outside and neighbors join- 
ed in" extinguishing the flames. Then 
the victim was -hurried to McAlister 
hospital where she was cared for and 
for a time it was felt she would survive 
but she lost her senses a few days ago 
and it was then apparent she could not 
survive.

ever that subject was broached, there 
was. trouble in the house which often 
resulted in blows. 

One night last week rather late in the 
evening, one of the neighbors heard 
piercing screams for help coming from 
the littlehouse, and running toward the 
house, he saw the man come from the 
place, and immediately the loud screams 
ceased, 

The neighbor accosted the man .and 
asked him what the trouble, was in his 
home, and Mr. Cunningham replied that 
his wife had just died. The two men 
went back into the house and there 
upon the floor in the living room ., was 
the woman lying on the • floor on her 
hands and .knees, stone dead. It is 
claimed that there were several marks 
of fingers upon her throat, and the 
posture of the woman led to the belief 
that she was forced to. her knees and 
then choked to death. 

The' coroner was summoned and the 
Inquest was held later. Sentiment in 
the village seemed to point an accusing 
finger at. the husband as he had been 
known when in the heat of controversy 
to threaten the life of his wife. Mr 
Cunningham is 60 years of age and his 
wife 50. They have no children resid^ 
fng at home.

The 'Waukegan papers of Wednesday 
and Thursa'ay issuea are the means of 
spreading broadcast another story of 
Bomewhnt sensational turn that has as 
one of its principal participants a 'resi- 
dent of piir community. 
• The story baa to deal with the doings 
of William R. Smith, otherwise known 
as "William R. Park", and goes on to 
relate his matrimonial ventures which, 
according to them, has been the caus 
of his *' undoing." 

Asthe Btory is printed he is in jail at 
Aurora awaiting " transportation 'to 
Gonova where it is said that he will 
face trial on the charge of bigamy. 

It Is stated that one of his wives was 
Mrs. Nettie G. Card formerly of Kan- 
kakee; where she resided at the time of 
their marriage. Her story as she is 
quoted in the Waukegan papers is aa 
follows: 

"MyJirstihusband's people the Cards 
were living at Greenacre farm, .near 
Antioch,;ar$I often wanted my.hus- 
band^vhpblpknew as W. R. Sihith, to 
go there to iyisit but ho wouldn't; finally 



he gave in and did go. One day a busi- 
ness man who had had something to do 
with my first hiiBband's property, called 
me in and told me tnat my husband's 
real uame wbb 'W, R. Parks.' 

"Of course I called • my husband to 
account He told me that he had' been 
legeally divorced from his first wife and 
that when he went to Kankakee he 
took the name.W. R. Smith because he 
wanted to forget the old name. He said 
he didn't known he was doing anything 
wrong and I don't think he did. 

"Finally! bought a little Bummer 
store at Loon Lake near Antioch. I 
run it only for the tourist trade and 
close It up in the winter, I suggested 
to my husband about three months ago 
that he go get a job at the ice_ housed 
That's the last I saw of him. 

A few weeks ago through a private 
detective agency I found that ho was in 
Aurora. I went there and went to hiB 
home and found that the famiiy was 
moving to a farm. I learned' 'from a 
neighbor' woman that he waa married 
again 



As an echo to the shortage charges 
against former County Treasurer Fred 
E. Ames", a bill has beeu filed in the 
circuit clerk.'s office at the court house 
whereby Lewis C. Price, onto whose 
shoulders Ames tried to place all the! 
blame for the defalcation, seeks to re- [ 
cover his property which he turned over j 
to Orvis & Beaubien, the attorneys for 
Ames in the mstter. j 

It will be recalled that when the news/ - 
of the shortage at the court house first 
came out the rumors connected the *• 
name of Price with the shortage as well 
as that of Ames. This report, it is said,' 
was prompted by a hope to turn the 
suspicions of the public from the person 
of Ames onto to that of Price. Then 
when it was announced that Price had 
turned over his property to the attor- 
neys his guilt was accepted by many as 
an assured 'fact. 

Then the report of the audilors was 
made to the supervisors 'at their Dec. 
meeting, the wonder was that the name 
of Price was not in any" way mentioned 
in connection with the shortage. It 
was found that therawas a deficit in the 
accounts of Ames to the amount of 
about $27,000, and then later came the 
news that Ames had left the'eity, and 
then followed the indictment of the 
jury, charging Ames with embezzle- 
ment, and unlawful withholding of 
funds. 

Now Mr. Price has filled a bill to re- 
cover the property which he turned over 
to Orvis '& Beaubien, claiming the 
signature to the deeds was obtained by 
misrepresentation of the facts In the 
case and by threats of extradition and 
prosecution. The bill in substance sets 
forth the following facts: 

Price was elected to. the office of 
county treasurer in 1902, and served for 
four years, after which he was succeed- 
ed by Ames. Up to two monthe ago he 
lived in Waukegan continously, at that 
time moving with his family to St Paul, 
where he engaged in business. 

. On the 23rd of November, the bill 
states, he was called upon at his store 
in St Paul by Attorney Alex- Beaubien 
of Waukegan , who asked him. to walk 



down the street with him, and have * 
drink as he had something of import- 
ance to say to him. Price consented to 
go with him, and they took a table in a 
secluded corner of a saloon in J3t Paul, 
and there Beaubein, the bill alleges, 
told him of the audit of the connty 
books, and also told Price that a short- 
age of $4,000 had been found in the 
books kept by Price as county trea- 
surer. 



BURNS CLAIMS 

HE DEFEATED

Tuesday attorneys for Representative 
Thos.. Burns, took depositions in the 
court house from County Clerk Hendee 
which will be used in the hearing in the 
in the Legislature which Burns is to 
demand in the contest of Jos. Anderson 
to bis seat in the house. His claim, iB 
that he was not defeated in the recent 
election by 61 votes but that he won by 
a good number. 

Burns claims that, in Shields 2, 
Waukegan 6, Antioch 1 and Liberty- 
ville 1, many straight ballots for the 
Democratic ticket were counted but one 
vote for him where as they should have 
been multiplied; by three because of the 
method of voting in the district In 
one case there were .21 straight ballots 
and he was given 21 votes whereas he. 
should have obtained ' 63; he, , says the" 
same applies in other cases. 

The indications are that a hard fight 
will be put up arid Belvidere man is 
confident of winning, Mr. Anderson is 
is also confident that the final figures 
will show that he won out and that 
Burns received all votes to which he 
was entitled. 



Price asked him how the books of 
Ames had come put, and Beaubien is 
alleged to haye replied that they were 
all right, and no other shortage than 
the $4,000 had been found. 

Then, according' to thebill, Beaubien 
produced a roll of papers, and announc- 
ed that he would serve the paper upon 
Price unless Price would sign other 
papers which Beaubien had in his pocket 
and also deed all 'his property over to *L 
K. Orvis, the partner of Beaubein, 

Price, ignorant of the state of af- 
fairs in this county, and thinking that 
the words of Beaubien might be true*/ 
signed papers which gave to Orvis the 
property in lots in 1 and 2 block 12 in ~ 
the northwest addition to the town of 
Little Fort, and also several tracts of. 
land in Wauconda. The deeds signed- 
were taked by Beaubien, it is alleged, 
who. took them to Mrs. Price, who waa • 
in Waukegan at the' time, and by., 
"Theata" and misrepresentations," in- 
duced her to sign the deeds also. These 
deeds were filled in the recorder's" 
office on November 25. 

Now that the report of the auditors 
has been turned in and there was, no 
shortage which was charged at the door 
of Mr. .Price, he on his return to . 
Waukegan on Friday, last made out 
deeds which would return the property 
to Price and took them to Mr.- Orvis to 
sign. This Mr. Orvis refused to' do. 
In addition, the bill says Mr. Orvis * has 
raised the rent to the .tenants' .on- the 
property turned over, and- hasttried 
to collect a part of the rent in advance. 
The tenants were notified .that they 
would have to pay their rent to Mr. 
Orvis in the future, and that advance 
rent was already due. 

The bill was filed by W. C. Upton arid 
the firm of Cooke, Pope & Pope. While ■ 
careful in the language used, the bill 
hints time and again of blackmail, false. 
statements and coercion, which if they 
were proven against the attorney ihr 
volved would mean disbarment, it is 
said.. 

Attorney Beaubien, when seen by a 
reporter, said: "The fact that 
Price turned over his property is the 
strongest refutation of the charges he • 
makes me. I have not read the bill 
filled at the court house."

While Only' Trifling Percentage In

Chicago. — Tho ... wago .controversy 
between managers of 61 western, 
northern and southern railroads and 
tholr locomotive engineers .has 
reached a critical stage and it .was 
admitted Friday that it would cause 
no great surprise if negotiations -were 
abruptly broken off and a strike 
called. 

None of tho parties to the contro- 
versy — tho board of railway mana- 
gers, Warren S. Stone, grand chief of 
the brotherhood, or Mediator Charles 
B. "Neill— would say anything touch- 
ing on the situation. 

Elsewhere it was learned, however, 
that despite the fact that only a 
trifling percentage of tho present wago 
schedule separated them, each side 
saw in the efforts of.the^other matter 
of grave import which overshadowed 
the mere dollars and cents Involved, 
and hence, each was unwilling to come 
farther. It was learned that both 
sides had advanced closer to n com- 
promise than they were when Media- 
tor Neill was called In; Then the en- 
gineers wero asking an approximate 
Increase in wageB of 15 per cent., and 
the railroads wero offering approx- 
imately 9& percent. 

It was unofficially admitted this 
difference had been cut more than in 
half. However,' tho suggestion of the 
railroads that the whole matter go to 
arbitration under tho Erdman act 
storred up new trouble, it was 
scld. 

Tho engineers were said to be will- 
ing for arbitration, but only on the 
existing differences. Here the matter 
stands, with likelihood, of a break 
In any direction at any time.

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TRAP FOR* KILLING INSECTS 



Novel Method of Destroying Moths 

and Other Insects Which Are 

Harmful to Grapevines. 



A novel method or killing moths anil 
other insects which are harmful to 
grapevines has heen adopted near 
Rhelnis. Posts supporting live-candle- 
power electric lamps were placed in 
the vineyards, and from each post a 
dish containing water, with a top layer 
of petroleum, was suspended. During 
the first night these traps were placed 
In three parallel rows at distances of 
about 200 feet from each other, the 
distance between each lamp being 
about 75 feet. On the 'first clear 
evening the current was turned on 
about eight o'clock and the lamps re- 
mained burning until an hour or so 
after midnight. Soon after the lamps 
•were lighted the Insects swarmed 
toward them and were rapidly killed, 
either by the fumes. of -the petroleum 
"or by the petroleum Itself. The same 
operation was resumed the next clear 
night, but the lamps of the two out- 
side rows were placed about 25 feet 
closer to those of the center row, and 
this was repeated on each of five sub- 
sequent clear nights, so as finally to 
bring the. three rows within about 50 
feet of each other. During the suc- 
ceeding six or seven clear nights the 
movement was reversed, In the same 
manner, so as to return the lamps to 
their position of the first night. As to 
the position of the lamps, numerous 
experiments were made during these 
trials, and it was proved that the 
greatest number of Insects were killed 
when the petroleum dish was only a 
few 'aches above the ground.

Terror Created by Mass of Liter-' 

ature on "Subject. 

Denials of any modern increase of 
cancer are being made by those who 
are Competent to judge, both here and 
In Europe, and It is a timely warning 
against the popular terror which has 
been created by the mass of lay liter* 
ature on tho subject. 

There is no doubt that more cases 
are reported since wo learned how to 
recognize them, so that the statistic 
increase does not necessarily mean 
an actual increase. 

Again, there are more people who 
survive early diseases and reach tho 
"cancer, ago," so that there, should bo 
an actual relative incroase of number 
of cases, but that is far from saying 
that a person in the cancer age Is any 
more liable to contract, that disease 
than were those who lived 50 years 
ago. 

Taking Into " consideration all tho 
avnilnble data, it has been decided by 
those who have looked Into the mat- 
ter exhaustively that the proportion 
of tho population of cancer ago who 
contract malignant, disease is the 
same as it always. has been. 

A few thousand -years ago, when 
our fighting ancestors rarely reached 
45 years of age, or even 35, there 
were mighty few cases of cancer, but 
the proportion was probably tho same 
as now. Thus vanishes another of tho 
bugaboos due to improper study of 
modern medical statistics.

MANY MILES OF CHAMPAGNE £, 

Visit to Immense Caves at Rhelms, 

Where Wine Is Stored, Worth 

While. 



Rhelms is perhaps best known be- 
cause of tlie -most ■.beautiful relic of 
Gothic architecture embodied In Its 
cathedral. The. town's association 
with the career of Joan of Arc is an- 
other link between us and It Some 
may even remember tho tale of Its 
famous Jackdaw. But there are few 
who know Rhelms as the center of 
the champagne trade, and tho homo 
of the most famous champagne firms 
in the worlds If you look In the city 
directory you will find no less than 
ninety establishments for making 
champagne. And these are not tho- 
only inhabitants who are connected 
with tho industry, for besides twenty 
firms which are employed in making 
tho corks used, there are almost aa 
many more who are engaged In the 
machinery necessary for the industry. 
A visit to tho Immense caves where 
tho wine is stored Is worth while. 
Some of them extend for miles Into 
tho city, and many parts are com- 
pletely honeycombed with them. In 
order to vary tho temporature they 
are often three stories deep under tho 
street level, and one may descend to 
them by a fine flight of steps, some 
hundred and sixteen, which have been 
cut from the chalky soil. Though tho 
caves extend for more than ton miles, 
they are constantly being added to. 
Some, tho corridors named after vari- 
ous prominent men or cities, such aa 
Thiers, Crirnot -W*shIngton^~I*arlBr 
Now York, are more than a quarter 
of a mile In length and lead to some 
two hundred large rooms.

WAR TALK IS POOH-POOED 



Attributed to "Cockiness" ef Japanese 
Officers — Change Wanted In Senate 
Rules to Expedite Business — 
Hughes Has No Presi- 
dential Bee.

Washington. — Interest among Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans In Washing- 
ton has been roused by the word 
from Ohio that Judson Harmon made 
arrangement that upon his re-entry 
Into the offlco of governor he would 
have no Inaugural parade, no cele- 
bration and no Inaugural address. The 
extreme simplicity of the governor's 
program not only has interested Re- 
publicans, but has made somo of them 
smile and has caused them to vent a 
few lntended-to-bo humorous thrusts 
at their Democratic brethren. 

The Republicans say that Mr. Har- 
mon In going back to Jeffersonlan 
simplicity 1b trying to make an ap- 
peal to the "common people" and that 
ho feels this is necessary because as 
the Republicans put it, a good many 
poople have an idea that Mr. Harmon 
Is a man of that extreme conservative 
If not aristocratic type to which ex- 
ception has been taken by thousands 
of voters of both parties in recent 
years. 

Tho Democrats retort that the sim- 
plicity of Mr. Harmony's program Is 
due to his nature and nothing else, 
and that the Republicans find in It 
something to talk about only becauso 
simplicity and lack of ostentation are 
such entirely novel things to tho Re- 
publican party. 

The Jefferson Legend. 

Tho legend has It that Thomas Jef- 
ferBon, prior to taking tho oath of of- 
fice as president of the United States, 
rode to tho capltol on horso back, 
practically unattended, tied his horse 
to a fence rail, and then mounted the 
platform in on extremely democratic 
manner, to take the oath of office. 

Old guides at the capitol who havo 
had stories handed down to them by 
other guides— and it takes only about 
three generations of them to go back 
to Jefferson'B time — say that Jeffer- 
son did not hitch his horse to a fenco 
rail, but to tho limb of an elm tre# 
.which stood about one hundred feet 
southeast of the capitol. The guides 
lurther say that tho elm tree which 
Ijtowb on the exact spot today is a 
''child" of the old elm. The guides' 
'Story has been transmitted to tho 
men on tho sight-seeing automobiles 
and the story of the "horse hitched 
to the fence" Is rapidly being sup- 
planted by the story of the "horse 
bitched to the tree." 
» Going back to the recent "war 
scare" and to the "confidential" re- 
port concerning the likelihood of a 
•conflict with Japan, It may be said 
•it Is much more than likely that 
Lxnerlcan army and navy officers de- 
lved their belief that troublo with 
tapan is a possibility of the future 
from what they call tho attitudo of 
"cockiness" which Japanese military 
service officers have displayed toward 
imerlcan officers ever since the Jap- 
lese-Russian war ended. 

Japs Are Flippant. 

< American officers who have served 
In the east from time to time since 
•the peace of Portsmouth say that 
Japanese soldiers and sailors of rank 
cave treated them In a flippant and 
condescending way when they happen 
to meet At first the Americans say 
that they set this manifested spirit 
down to a feeling of assurance apd 
Superiority which had come to the 
Orientals as the result of their suc- 
cess In sinking the Russian fleet and 
In winning battles on land. Finally 
the American officers found out that 
the Japanese were not treating offi- 
cers of other services, in the way 
that the Americans were being treats 
ed, and so they came to the conclu- 
sion that Japan did not like America. 
Officials in Washington when talk- 
ing privately say that tho Japanese 
■chool trouble in San Francisco and 
half a dozen other things have made 

• the Japanese angry with Americans 
and that the masses of the. Empire 
ore perfectly willing to go to war, 

* but that the officials have been hold- 
ing them In check and probably will 
continue to hold 'them in check for a 
long time to come. 

No one In Washington seemingly 
^believes that war with Japan is a pos- 
sibility of the near future. Tho Orlen- 
Empiro It is said is not in a flnan- 
condition to allow It to go to war, 
mreover while there has boen a 
s amount of friction ' over 
small matters In the past, 
lelief here that matters will 
^smoother aspect quickly 
/o countries eventually 
to Jie plane of their 
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but are, in reality a handicap to prog- 
ress. 
• It seems likely that the contest in 
the senate will go on for a long- time 
before any change can be effected in 
the laws . written or "unwritten which 
govern procedure In that body. In 
the houBO the attempt of some of the 
Republicans to prove the inutility of 
new rules is said to be more for tho 
purpose of show!; _ the Insurgent Re- 
publicans that they did not know what 
they were doing when they forced 
certain changes, than because of any 
real intension to try to get back to 
the old status. It will not be long be- 
fore the Democrats' will be in control 
of the house and the question, of the 
rules will bo of no particular Repub- 
lican concern unless perchance somo 
future Insurgent Democrats should at- 
tempt to combine with tho Repub- 
licans to do Just what somo insur* 
gent Republicans by combination with 
the Democrats succeeded in doing at 
tho last session. 

Senate Moves Slowly. 

The senate changes its methods 
slowly and only af *.er long continued 
deliberation. "Senatorial courtesy"' is 
pretty nearly as strong today as over 
it was and there are certain things 
which aro done not so much because 
a majority of the senate thinks they 
ought to be done, as because some 
senator makes personal appeal that 
It shall ho done. This of courso does 
not apply to matters of Important 
legislation, but rather to Buch mat- 
ters as getting bills which are of local 
Interest to somo senator, through tho 
chamber with expedition. Senatorial 
courtesy also applies to appointments, 
and the senate la alwayB loath to ap- 
prove the nomination of n man if tho 
senators from tho nominee's state ear 
ter objection. 

Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court Charles E. Hughos has allowed 
himself to be quoted to the effect that 
he Is without presidential ambitions. 
Recently it was told how some of tho 
Progressive Republicans holding of- 
ficial office in the capital had como to 
the belief that Justice Hughes was 
the only man who could bring togeth- 
er tho factions of tho Republican par- 
ty and thus put the organization in 
condition to make a strong fight In 
tho next presidential campaign. This 
movement of support for Hughes has 
gathered considerable headway, but 
the supposition is that it must now 
bo taken for granted that tho justice 
is fixed to the bench until tho retiring 
age comes to him. It 1b conceivable, 
however, that If there should be a 
united party demand in tho future 
that he stand for the presidency he 
might reconsider . hlB present deter- 
mination. 

When tho newly appointed chief 
justice of the United States, Edward 
Douglass White, was sworn in as 
chief justice, the oath was adminis- 
tered by Associate Justice Harlan, 
who Is tho Jurist longest in service on 
tho Supreme bench. During the Civil 
war Chief Justice White and Asso- 
ciate Justice Harlan met in battle. 
White on the southern sldo and Har- 
lan on tho northern side. 

Captain Sims Must Explain. 

A word of explanation is still await- 
ed by the navy department from Capt. 
William S.SIms of the European fleet, 
who made an after dinner speech in 
England to. which exception has been 
taken by the officials who fear that 
tho nature of the speech will offend 
the continental powers. The sailor 
speaker said something about America 
being willing to join forces with Great 
Britain in case any foo should threat- 
en the English-speaking race. 

Soldiers, sailors and civil officials 
of the United States government time 
and 'again have said things in speech- 
es or have set down things in writing 
which later came back to cause them 
trouble. It has been declured wi lo- 
an attempt at humor .that so far as 
after dinner speeches are concerned 
"the spirit of the occasion" was re- 
sponsible. This is a polite way of 
saying that the enthusiasm and lack 
of restraint of the speaker were In 
part duo to something outside what 
may be called exactly natural causes. 
There Is apt to bo' a popping of corks 
at banquets. 

"Sober-Sided" Officer. 

It is not likely that Captain Sims 
of the navy overstepped tho bounds 
of propriety at the banquet, for he is 
known as a sober minded and "sober- 
sided" officer, but nevertheless he 
will have some explaining to do. It 
is not^ likely, however, that this old 
sailor will bo made to walk the plank, 
though It is possible ho may be ad- 
monished In fairly sharp terms by tho 
admiral of tho fleet, who may be di- 
rected to the admonishing duty by 
the secretary of the navy. 

The case of Admiral Coghlan, who 
died not long ago, probably will be 
recalled quickly In this connection. It 
was Admiral Coghlan who as a com- 
mander was with Dewey at the battle 
of Manila. There he won fame and 
promotion. Probably no one has for- 
gotten Sailor Coghlan's recital of the 
poem In which tho German emperor 
waa lampooned pretty severely. The 
sailor recited the poem at a dinner In 
New York and instantly there was 
trouble. 

The poem which the admiral gave 
to his fellow banqueters with all the 
force of which his voice was capable, 
sent tho diners into a delirium of 
laughter and enthusiasm, • and the 
sound of tho laughter went round the 
world. It is said that Kaiser Wll- 
helm laughed as loud and as heartily 
as anybody else and so it Is possible, 
that It was hiB manifestation of tho 
possession of a sense. of humor which 
saved the 'American Bailor from- get* 
ting any punishment harder than a 
mild reproof, which came In the form 
of a request that he go in peace and 
Bln.no more.

Fireman Work In Danger. 
The rescuers worked under 
greatest danger to their own lives and 
ignoring burns and hazdrd .of falling 
walls. Despite the fact that thoy were 
aware of tho fatality and know that 
the bodies of tho victims wero" burled 
under tho brick pile, flremon worked 
about tho pile, directing streams of 
water into tho burning building. Many 
of thom went about with tears stream- 
ing down their cheeks, overcome with 
grief over the. fate of tho chief and 
his subordinates.

Tho work of rescuo was extremely 
difficult.

'overcome. Even around tho edges, 
the injured could hardly bo found, 
because tho dust and grime with which 
thoy were covered made them almost 
indistinguishable from tho ruins.

Washington.— The- report of Its in- 
vestigation of. charges of bribery 
made In connection with the election 
of Senator William Lorlmor of Illi- 
nois wao. submitted to the senate by 
tho committee on privileges and elec- 
tions through its chairman. Senator 
Burrows, Wednesday, Just before that 
,body adjourned for tho holiday re- 
cess. 

Tho conclusion reached by tho com- 
mittee follows: 

That, In their opinion^ tho tltlo of 
Mr. Lorlmer to a seat in the senate 
has not' been shown to bo invalid by 
'the use or employment of corrupt, 
methods £r practises. 

Charges that four members of tho 
Illinois legislature were bribed and 
that three other members paid bribes 
'are -not ignored by the committee. 
The report declares that those who 
confessed to receiving bribes should 
not bo belic-ed and that the votes of 
those who were charged with paying 
bribes should be counted. 

'In relation to tho charges that there 
was a corruption, fund used in the Illi- 
nois legislature and that It was dls- 
bursed by one Robert E. Wilson, tho 
report says that there is no evidence 
that it waB used for tho benefit of Mr. 
Lorimor. The committee suggests 
that any investigation of the use of 
such a fund should bo made by au- 
thorities of tho state of Illinois. 

The statement of views of Senator 
Frazler was made public later. In 
his statement Senator Frazler declares 
that the four confessed, bribe-takers 
implicated threo other members of 
the legislature who bribed them; that 
'those threo votes were also corrupt, 
which would mako seven tainted 
votes. Eliminating these seven votes, 
Senator Frazler holds, would make 
the vote received less than a majority 
The roport. as presented, was not 
signed by members of the committed, 
although it did not appear, that there 
was any minority. On the floor of the 
senate, however, Mr. Bovoridgo.made 
the statement that he had not been 
able to concur with or dissent from 
the findings bocauso of tho voluminous 
character of the testimony. 



Chicago— A crisis has developed 
in the threatened strike of the 
33,700 engineers employed on the 
sixty-one western railroads and an 
open rupture may occur within the 
next two or three days. 

In spite of conciliatory' efforts of La- 
bor Commissioner Dr. C. P. Neill 
neither sldo has conceded a single 
point nor evinced a desire to yield a 
I little to preserve peace and harmony. 
I Doctor Nelll was ln.sessl6n with tho 
engineers for several hours, going over 
each clause in tho proposed agreement 
in the hope that he could find a point 
which tho men would bo willing to give 
up. Ho also spent some time with the 
managers, but found them equally as 
determined as the men. 

Warren S. Stone, grand chief of the 
engineers, appears determined to force 
tho managers to yield something. If 
they do not, he insists tho engineers 
will go out. Should a strike be called 
Mr. Stone said it would not bo a par- 
tial one, confined to a few of the weak- 
er roads, but would hit them all at the 
aamo time/ and ho believes would 
cause a complete tie-up. 

According to close observers of tho 
situation the engineers havo placed 
themselves In a position where they 
cannot back down. They havo taken a 
strike vote which was almost unani- 
mous, and should they now accept the 
advance of 9% per cent offered by 
tho managers before tho .vote was ta- 
ken the rank and file of the organiza- 
tion would be up In arms against their 
officers. Chief Stone Is said to realize 
the position he is placed In and will 
go to tho limit of calling a strike rather 
than loso his prestige in tho organiza- 
tion, t

THREE DIE IN RAIL WRECK 

Passenger Train Runs Into Debris of 

Another Smashup and Trainmen 

Are Killed. 



New York.— An east-bound coal 
train ran into a freight train which 
had stopped to drop cars near Mill- 
stone Junction, N. J., Thursday. The 
wreck blocked tho tracks and before 
an alarm could be given tho Phlladel- 
phla "owl" out, of New York, ran in- 
to tho debris and was. derailed."

'.The proposal of the Dutch "to erect 
at Zutphen a Btatuo to Sir Philip Sid- 
ney recalls to a London writer the 
world-famed episode of the dying sol- 
dier, with which his death Is lnsep-. 
arably connected. It occurred when 
that Paladin, on September 22, 1586, 
received hisTdeath wound before the 
walls of Zutphen. Parched with 
thirst, 'he called for a drink. Ao ho 
was putting the bottlo to his mouth 
his eyes fell upon a desperately 
wounded soldier, who, as ho was being 
carried past,. threw him longing glan- 
ces, "which Sir Philip perceived, took 
tho bottlo from hla lips before he 
drank, and delivered to tho poor man 
with these word b: 'Thy necessity Is 
yot greater than mine.' " 

In tho murder of Edward the Mar- 
tyr, In 979, a cup of wine played, a 
tragic part Wearied with his hunt- 
ing tho young monarch was persuaded 
to seek refreshment at Corfe castle, 
In Dorsetshire, the abode of his step- 
mother, the widowed Queen Elfrlda. 
Upon his entrance she greeted him 
with a kiss, and then, as he resisted 
her invitation to dismount, brought 
from the castle a* goblet of wine. Even 
as the king -raised his goble- one of 
her retainers drew his dagger and, 
with fatal effect, plunged it Into his 
neck. 

During the naval engagement afSan 
Juan the Jesus, which waB underthe 
command of Sir John Hawkins, waB 
attacked by almost overwhelming 
odds. Both by word and deed did the 
admiral encourage his men, and once 
when their spirits Beemed to flag, ho 
bade his page fetch him a cup of beer. 
This was brought to him In a silver 
goblet, out of which ho arank to his 
crow, "willing the gunners Btand by 
their ordinance like men." Scarce had 
he finished the draught and held the 
cup aside when it was struck by a ball 
from one of the Spaniards* ships and 
carried away. 

Every. June the quaint old town of 
Rothenburg celebrates by a costume 
festival, which goes by the name of 
"Melster-Drank," the mighty feat of a 
former town councillor who, In 1631, 
saved the town from destruction. In 
that year Rothenburg fell before the 
arniB of the savage Tilly, who nt the 
head of his forces entered the van- 
quished town, where at the town hall 
he gave orders for the execution of 
the civic magistrates. Before, how- 
ever, the doomed men were led forth 
to the scafrold, tho Burgomaster's 
daughter presented herself, bearing an 
immense flagon of wine, out of which 
the conqueror drank and passed it 
round to his officers. 

All quenched their thirst, and yet 
the flagon was only but half empty. 
Seeing this the fair Hebe remarked 
that one of the councillors present 
waB a^)le to ompty the stoup at a 
draught "If such bo the case," cried 
Tilly, turning to the condemned mag- 
istrates, "I will pardon you all for the 
drinker's sake. Fill the flagon to the 
brim." 

This was done, and then one of the 
city's magistrates, stepping forward, 
Beized the vessel, raised it to his lips, 
and neither drew breath nor set it 
down until he had quaffed Its contents 
to the last drop. Then only did he 
reverse the flagon in proof that the 
feat had been accomplished. Tilly 
kept hlB word, and every year, In com- 
memoration of their deliverance, do 
the citizens of Rothenburg enact over 
again thin famouB event In their town's 
history. 



Influence of Great Financial Center Is 
Felt Everywhere In ; 
America. 

I speak Imaginatively, of course, but 
carefully, says Lincoln Steffens in 
Everybody's. -Wall.atreet.is not mere- 
ly a street; -neither • Is it a local finan- 
cial district Umltedto the operation of 
any one city* Wall streot is a nation- 
al Institution. It la to American busi- 
ness what Washington, D. C, is to 
national politics— the seat of govern- 
ment And so I UBe the phrase, aB all 
the world. UBes It and as we all ubo 
."Washington," figuratively. 

By "Wall street" I mean the na- 
tional American financial system 
which, having its capital in New York/ 
ramifies all ovor_ the United States, 
and, controlling more and more per- 
fectly money and credit, Is governing 
morq and more completely not only 
the machinory of organized business, 
but so much of our political govern- 
ment as big business governs. 

Nor is that all. "Wall streot" cut a 
woman In New York society not long 
ago for business reasons. It admitted 
into tho "best set" of. San Francisco, 
for tho "moral effect," a family that 
had knocked in vain until the head of 
it was "handed down .in a swoll list 
of Indictments." It has had clergy- 
men silenced, editors discharged, pro- 
fessors dismissed, judges appointed, 
United States senators defeated and 
presidents elected. Organized capital 
opposes organized labor and trustB 
have broken up unions, but organized 
business bucks nearly every political 
organization in power in cWes, Btatos 
and the United States. People don't 
realize — it seems to me that Wall men 
fall ^themselves to visualize— either 
the pettiness or the largei.VJB of Wall 
street. Yet we all know that capital- 
ists and business men who belong to 
the business system own . an influen- 
tial part of the press and advertise in 
the rest; they retain tho lenders of 
the bar and awe tho who profession; 
they are the greatest employers of la- 
bor and they set the pace for others; 
they are the chief patrons of' art, 
churches, charities and colleges. They 
dominate the Institutions of American 
society In a broad sense and in a nar- 
i jw sense they and their families are 
"society." 

I am not finding fault. This thing 
may be good. I am. Inclined to think 
It Is. Certainly there Is great good 
in it and undoubtedly some good will 
come out of It. But it Is too big- to 
prejudice and wo > have had enough 
both of hatred and adoration of It. 
My purpose Is, If possible, to measure 
its power and Imagine Its outline; to 
trace its ramifications, describe* 'Its 
methods, get hold of Its point of view 
and so comprehend It, not In tech- 
nical detail, but as one mighty whole.

The line car 
crew did not perceive the passenger car 
until Lineman Charles Jahnka yelled a 
warning* too late. Motorman Benjamin 
Hogan of the passenger car did not see 
the line car until too late, but applied 
the brakes and did his best to slow the 
paBseager car to safety. » 

Nevertheless tho cars came together 
in a light crash, just hard enough to. 
lock them and overturn thestoves within 
them setting fire to both. 

The passenger car was. crowded with' 
men, women and children. On the front 
platform were Motorman Ben Hogan of 
Waukegan and W. P. Borsch and child- 
ren, Constance, Ernest and Florence. 
Hogan was fatally . injured, both legs 
being broken, while he sustained severe 
internal injuries in addition to injuries 
about the. head and arms. Bersch and 
tho three children were quite severely 
injured, but su Me red mostly from shock. 
The. passengers and crew of both cars 
were taken from the cars in time to 
avert being burned in the fire, but all 
that is left of the cars is a mass of 
twisted iron and trucks. 

The disaster is* the largest that has 
ever taken place on a trolley line in 
this part of the country and created a 
sensation along the north shore.
